In Talk With Common-

LONDON, Oct. 12 (AP)—For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin re- 
viewed the international situation 
today for leaders of the British 
Commonwealth, and diplomatic 
sources said he gave the topic of 
Communist pressure in the Orient 
priority even over the Berlin 
crisis. 

Bevin addressed statesmen of 
Britain, Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, South Africa, India, 
Pakistan, Ceylon, and Southern 
Rhodesia in the second day of 
their conference at 10 Downing 
street. ° 

The 15-day conference is de- 
signed to co-ordinate the British 
Empire’s thinly-stretched defenses 
and to strengthen its economic 
solidarity. 

Bevin’s remarks were strictly off 
the record.

The Russian zone of Austria al- 
so was reported under considera- 
tion for membership. The partici- 
pation of eastern Germany. how- 
ever. was believed left for later 
discussion. 

The exact form of the proposed 
organization was not revealed. But 
it was learned that more than aA 
score of experts from the partici- 
pating countries were called to- 
gether in Prague this week, hand- 
ed a mimeographed outline of the 
plan and told to work out tech- 
nical details. 

The federation was expected to 
be based largely on economie co- 
operation, probably starting with 
a customs unton and co-ordination 
of the long-range economic plans 
of the states. 

It will be under Russian control, 
but will not be annexed to Russia 
or form a new state. Rether, it 
probably will follow the lines of 
the Benelux customs union. Each 
member would retain its own gov- 
ernment and diplomatic represen- 
tation abroad.

For President — Thoitias E. Dewey 


The Post-Dispatch favors the election of Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York as President. 

After 16 years in power the Democratic party 
is tired, frustrated and torn with dissension. Its 
left wing has mutinied under Wallace. Its right 
wing has revolted under Thurmond. From its 
‘center the abler lieutenants of the New Deal 


have been banished or have fied. 


The forces remaining are disaffected and un- 
responsive to their chief. Over members of his 
own party in Congress Mr. Truman is unable to 
exercise the leadership which conditions demand. 
He proposes good measures, but lacks the force, 
or conviction, or consistency of purpose to trans- 
late them into action. 

By contrast, Mr. Dewey has demonstrated a 
capacity for leadership in one of the most im- 
portant administrative posts in the country: His 
record as Governor of New York is one of vigor 
and progress. In the domestic field, he may be 
expected to improve the social legislation of the 
New Deal by better administration. 

In international relations, he will execute the 
bipartisan foreign policy to which hé and Sena- 
tor Vandenberg have committed the Republican 
party. He may be expected to avoid the indeci- 
sion and reversals which have marred foreign 
policy under Mr. Truman. The most recent ex- 
ample is the President's blunder in planning to 
send Chief Justice Vinson to the Kremlin, with- 
out the assent of the State Department and 
while the Berlin issue is on trial before the 
United Nations. 


Preferred on Balance 


Mr. Dewey is not the ideal candidate for Presi- 
dent, but we accept him readily on balance. In 
indorsing him, we are aware that on many is- 
sues his views do not conform to those of the 
Post-Dispatch. This is true on such questions 
as public health, federal aid for education and 
the development of natural resources. 


It is true also of inflation controls, public 
housing, the protection of tidelands oil, and the 
type of regional authority needed for the de- 
velopment of the Missouri Valley. 


If President Truman offered any genuine prom- 
ise of achieving these objectives, his claim to 
But 
his record is mixed, and Ws position generally 
compromised and confused. 

To halt inflation, Mr. Truman now favors wage 
and price controls. But his recommendations 
are so hedged with qualifications as to vitiate 
their meaning. 

Mr. Truman has announced for direct federal 
subsidies for low-cost housing, while Mr. Dewey, 
after considerable evasion, now favors federal 
housing aid to the states. Although Mr. Tru- 
man’s words on housing are good, his actions are 
not, Two years ago he struck price controls off 
building materials, frowned on, Government loans 
for the manufacture of prefabricated housing 
and virtually expelled his able Housing Expedi- 
ter, Wilson Wyatt, from Washington to appease 
his court jester, George Allien. 


Evidence of Ineptitude 


Mr. Truman wants tidelands oil to remain un- 
der Government ownership for a military re- 
serve. So does the Post-Dispatch. Mr. Dewey 
would turn it over to the states, thereby expos- 
ing it to private exploitation. Mr. Truman's 
record is blemished, however, by his’ persistent 
sponsorship of Edwin Pauley, prime mover in 
the scheme of. private interests to grab the oil. 

The Post-Dispatch favors a Missouri Valley 
Authority on the pattern that has succeeded so 
brilliantly in the Tennessee Valley. Mr. Dewey 
favors a far less promising and more localized 
plan of control. Mr. Truman's record, however, 
is little better. Although he has made a state- 
ment which might be construed as favoring the 
TVA pian, it is clear that he prefers the Army's 
inadequate Pick-Sloan scheme. 

As Viee President, Mr. Truman valiant 
committed Senator Murray's Missouri Valiey Au- 
thority bill to a hostile Senate committee which 
killed it. This he did although congressional 
precedent called for the Murray bill to go to a 
friendly committee which for years had handled 


_ all TVA legislation. Mr. Truman's. campaign 


It 
was Mr. Truman who, whether through inepti- 
tude or lack of conviction, was instrumental in 
defeating the great Missouri Valley concept. 


Promise and Performance. . i 


A candidate is more fairly measured by his 
reeord than by his speeches or the party plat- 
form.

Mr. Truman has been President for three and 
a half years. He has been weighed in the scales 
and found wanting. He does not possess the 
stature, the vision, the social and economic grasp, 
or the sense of history required to lead this na- 
tion in a world crisis. 


President Truman is a, political accident and 
a political tragedy for the Democratic party. He 
was created by Boss Pendergast and he proudly 
proclaimed his loyalty to that greatest of all 
election thieves until and after the Boss was 
sent to the penitentiary: He proved his loyalty 
by rising in the Senate and attempting to block 
the reappointment of United States Attorney 
Maurice Milligan, who had done so much to ex- 
pose the rape of the ballot-box in Kansas City. 


A Contrast in Backavounds 


The creation of one boss, Mr. Truman became 
the protege of another, Robert Hannegan, of the 
malodorous Dickmann-Hannegan machine, no- 
torious for the attempted governorship steal. By 
Hannegan's maneuvering, Mr. Truman became 
Vice President. In less than a year, he became 
President of the United States. 


In contrast, we have Thomas E. Dewey, the 
successful prosecutor of one of the greatest gangs 
of murderers, shakedown artists and racketeers 
in American criminal history. Mr. Dewey also 
broke the back of the gangs’ corrupt political 
ally, the Tammany Hall machine. 


If Mr. Troman, as President, had risen above 
his political past, that past might seem less im- 
portant. But he has not. In this campaign, he 
voic*s demagogic prejudices, setting class against 
class, and in so doing demeans his high office. 


Mr. Truman's appeal for votes is based on the 
lowest common denominator of personal interest. 
He appeals for the labor vote and the farm vote 
on the basis of favors received or favors to come. 
For high wages and high farm prices, he asks 
gratitude toward the Democratic party at the 
polis, although it is obvious that the unusual 
prosperity is due not so much to New Deal 
measures as to pent-up demand following the 
war and to rearmament and aid to Europe. 


The Approach to Labor 


Actuaily, there is little difference between Mr. 
Truman's and Mr. Dewey's views of the farm 
program. In so far as can be determined from 
their speeches. they both favor Government 
guarantee of farm prices at about the same level 
as compared with prices in general. 

As for labor, Mr. Truman wants the Taft- 
Hartley Act repealed outright. Mr. Dewey wants 
it retained. In his statesmanlike speech in 
Pittsburgh last night, Mr. Dewey convincingly 
explained that. with “such modifications as ex- 
perience may prove necessary,” the law can be 
used—indeed has already been used— to further 
the interests of labor and the people as a whole. 
In this speech, Mr, Dewey declared also that the 
present minimum wage is “far too low ‘and will 
be raised.” The whole speech showed a firm 
grasp of the processes and the importance of 
collective bargaining in a democratic economy. 

President Truman devotes much of his time to 
an attack on the Eightieth Congress. The record 
of the Eightieth Congress is indeed unimpres- 
sive. Yet for many congressional failures which 
the President denounces, Democratic Senators or 
Representatives are as much to blame for wrong 
action, or for no action at all, as are the Repub- 
licans. This is true of the votes on federal aid 
for low-cost housing, ‘tax reduction, tidelands 
oil, and even such a typically New Deal. meas- 


ure as the extension of social security. In ignor-- 


ing the vote of Democratic Congressmen on such 


issues, Mr. Truman seeks to detach himself from 


the Democratic party and its recent record. 


Blunders in Foreign Policy

The success of the Marshall Plan will. be 
determined, ultimately, by the extent to 
which it succeeds in bringing about the 
economic and political unity of western 
Europe. The goal is a Western European 
federation which eventually would be able 
to stand alone and protect itself against 
Russian aggression or against a revival of 
German might. 


The “Great Design” 
President Truman and Secretary Mar- 


shall have paid lip service to a united 


Europe, but they -have applied too little 
pressure for its realization. Mr. Dewey is 
much more aware of the importance of 
this objective, which he has advocated 
since 1944. At Salt Lake City he said that 
he favors “pushing, and if I may say so, 
prodding and encouraging all nations of 
western WE: toward the goal of Euro- 
pean union.” 

Mere quiescent approval will not bring 
about a realization of the “Great Désign” 
of a united Europe. 

Nineteen forty-eight is’ a time for 
change. The Democrats require a respite 
to reform their lines, to rebuild their 
morale and to develop leaders who can 
lead. For the moment they have forfeited 
the claim to power.

The argument offered in defense of this 
revolutionary proposal is apparently that 
religion cannot be criticized. There is 
nothing in American law or tradition which 
says that religion cannot be criticised in 
education, nor does the separation of 
church and state involve any sutch conse- 
quence. On the contrary, the American 
Republic was founded by people whose 
actions were in large part an expression 
of their criticism of established religions. 


Criticism of religion can certainly take 
forms which are unsuitable to schools, but. 
the doctrine that the criticism must be 
outlawed as such has no justification in 
American experience. Ignorance is n0- 
toriously the worst foundation. for toler- 
ance, and the American people have never 
felt that it was the purpose of education 
to teach their children to be blind. 


Lowest Denominator of Ignorance 


The truth is that the suppression of 
ideas impoverishes human life and war ns 
the human mind in an increasing ard 
progressive sickness. Those who practice 
it are led by the logic of one exclusion 
to the tragedy of the next. If the sup- 
pression of The Nation is allowed to stand, 
the consequences may be very serious in- 
deed. Newspapers and periodicais will be 
obliged to omit news and comment which 
any group regards as objectionable or run 
the risk of being suppressed in. the public 
schools, with all that such suppression 
means in terms of the loss of good name 
and good will. 

The standard of education. will become 
the teaching, not of truth, but of that part 
of the truth to which no group objects—- 
with the result that the bigotry and ig- 
norance of minorities will dictate the 
knowledge of the whole people. Scientific 
works containing scientific facts 
objectionable to various denominational 
groups will be withdrawn.

The New 
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Enough Rope 
HAT old master of suspense, Alfred Hitchcock, has again 
"Tren us something taut and tingiing In “ROPE,” current 
at the FOX THEATER. Here Mr. Hitchcock has achieved 
a directorial tour de force by starting his action at high pitch 
with the strangling, full face to the camera, 
of a youth by two friends, and carrying it at 
the same level of unrelieved tension and un- 
flagging excitement for the full 80 minutes 
of the play. 

As adapted froin the play. “Rope's End,” 
by Patrick Hamilton, we are shown a psycho- 
logical’ study of the reactions of two young 

“thrill” murderers to their crime, The wealthy young intellec- 
tuals, rather a Loeb-Leopold pair, do away with their friend as 
an expression of their concept of themselves as Nietzschean 
supermen, privileged to eradicate lesser humans. The more 
sensitive one, a pianist, is frightened by his deed. and wants to 
call quits at playing supérman. The other and dominant one, 
harder and more brilliant, insists on feeding his own swollen 
and warped ego and expressing his contempt for society in 
general by inviting the murdered youth's father, aunt and 
fiancee to a party, with the body reposing in a chest in the 
midst of the gayety. This grisly ‘whimsey is heightened by 
serving a buffet supper off the temporary casket. 


‘As an unknowing witness to their triumph, the pair have 
also invited their former prep school housemaster, who had 
stuffed them full of the Nietzschean nonsense. When his 
suspicions are aroused, he is horrified to find his chickens 
have come home to roost and his disciples have taken his 
windy theorizing too literally. 

After an opening street shot panning to the apartment 
window, Hitchcock has kept his entire melodrama on one set, 
a three-room apartment. and made the action continuous, 
without the camgra leaving its subjects for even a second. 
In other words there is none of the usual breaks in. film 
continuity achieved by cuts. dissoives, fadeouts, abrupt changes 
of camera angies, or from closeup to medium shots to long 
shots, etc. Instead the camera is dollied about the apartment. 
‘swinging from one person or group to another, moving freely 
from one room to another by means of “wild” walls fn the set. 
walls which were silently lifted on ropes to allow passage of 
the camera equipment. What these technical details mean 
is that Hitchcock has actually reverted from the usual movie 
to a stage play, but with the camera acting as the eyes of 
the spectator and focusing on the action to the exclusion of 
unimportant detail. This would be just a stunt if he hadn't 
so cleverly utilized it in keeping his pace at fever pitch. 


Hitchcock, using Technicolor for the first time, also has 
found something new to do with that. As the intensity of 
the play mounts to a climax with the discovery of the body, 
the nightmarish effect is heightened by a neon sign on a 
nearby building flooding the apartment with blinking. garish 
light. 

The cast is an excellent one. James Stewart, stripped of 
his usual folksy gawkiness. is the bitterly cynica) professor. 
Farley Granger and John Dal! are the murderers. Joan Chandler 
the fiancee. and Cedric Hardwicke and Constance Collier the

It is surrounded by a. border of 
one-carat stones. All things. con- 
sidered, it’s a very impressive 
trinket. 

Just about as impressive as the 
gem itself is the hisfory which 
goes along with it. Much of the 
legend surrounding it is true, and 
much of it has been hatched up 
by rather frenetic feature writers 
who like to picture any gem 
weighing more than five carats 
as little messengers of doom. 


It is true that the late Mrs. 
Phelps did lose three husbands, 
but two of them were gone before 
Mrs. Phelps, as far as the record 
indicates, ever knew there was a 
Maximilian diamond. The third 
husband, William Phelps, pur- 
chased. the diamond for her, but 
his death seems to have come in 
due time from natural causes, 
and Mrs. Phelps lived many years 
longer, in spite of having the thing 
around. 

The diamond has been asso- 
ciated with tragedy—-tragedy in 
high places—having been present- 
ed by the ill-fated Emperior Maxi- 
mifian of Mexico to his equally 
ill-fated bride Carlotta, but it is 
stretching the point a bit to say 
that the diamond caused his exe- 
cution and her madness, when the 
causes of both are made so plain 
in the history books. 

Conversely, it is known to have 
launched at least one struggling 
young lawyer on a_ successful 
career as a writer; something 
which can't be said for every dia- 
mond, large or small. The first 
story that Arthur Train ever sold 
to a magazine was a somewhat 
fictionalized account of the efforts 
of two Mexicans to sell the gem 
in New York after having smug- 
gied it from Mexico. 

One death which can be direct- 
Ty attributed to the diamond is 
that of the Negro laborer in a 
Brazilian diamond mine who, in 
1850, stumbled across the gem, 
and tried to swallow it. It 
weighed 55 carats at the time, and 
the odds are that if a guard 
hadn't seen him straining to get 
the egg-sixed gem down his throat 
and shot him, he would have died 
of strangulation anyway.

T so happened that young Arch- 

duke Maximilian of Austria was 

making a South American tour 
as part of his training for a 
throne — any throne — when he 
heard the stery of the discovery 
of the stone. He went to the 
scene and bought the diamond. 
There is no record of how much 
he paid for it.

the Monroe Doctrine. Juarez, the 
president and dictator, who had 
been driven into the mountains, 
redoubled his efforts and pene- 
trated th} within a few miles of the 
capitol. Maximilian made several! 
dlunders, the most notable of 
which was a decree that any Mex- 
ican who dared to resist the Em- 
peror’s authority, would be shot 
within 24 hours. 


When things were at their worst, 
Napoleon, who hed assured Maxi- 
milian that “whatever events occur 
in Europe, the assistance of 
France will never fail the hew 
empire,” discovered that he needed 
his_ troops at home, and withdrew 
them from Mexico. Without 
French. support, Maximilian and 
Carlotta were at the mercy of 
Juarez. 


They had what they thought, et 
that bitter hour, a splendid idea. 
Carlotta would return to Europe 
and beg Napoleon to keep his 
promises. He gave her the brush- 
off. She appealed to the Pope, 
with no better luck. It was only 
a matter of days until her mind 
had cracked, and she was in a 
strait jacket. : 

In Mexico, Maximilian held out 
for a while, with a small force, 
against Juarez, but his downfall 
was inevitable. On June 19, 1867, 
he rose early, wrote a letter to his 
wife which he signed “Your Poor 
Max” and was conveyed to his 
place of execution, He stepped 
out of the carriage, looked around 
him and said, “Ah, what a splen- 
did day? 

Sixty years later, in 1927, an 8&7- 
year-old woman died in the Bel- 


_gian castle of Bouchot. She had 


never been able to read her hus- 
band’s last letter. And to the end 
she believed he was still alive and 
one day would return, triumphant, 
to take her back to Mexico, the 
land of which she fondly imagined 
herself to be still Empress. 

For more than three decades 
nothing was heard about the dia- 
mond. One day, in the fall of 
1900, a man named Finks LeRoy 
Silvey fold customs officers in 
New York that two Mexicans had 
reached New York City, and with- 
in an hour were to transfer the 
Maximilian diamond and other 
jewels to an unidentified man in 
a hotel. Silvey, concgrned with 
the 50 per cent commission paid 
by the Government for informa- 
tion leading to the seizure of con- 


traband, led two officers to Times 
Square. They came upon the two 
Mexicans, followed them in and 
out of several jewelry stores where 


they were unsuccessful in selling 
the gems, and finally, when the 
Mexicans started to hand the box 
to a third man, the officers arrest- 
ed the trio. They gave thelr names 
as Valino J. Preza, Alejando Mar- 
eucci and General Abelardo Mos- 
caso, The general proved he had . 
only a casual acquaintance with 
the two, and was released. 
* * ® 

N the case with the pendant and 
| two diamond rings was a note in 

a feminine hand: “The diamond 
pendant is from Maximilian’s 
crown—Emperor Maximilian, 1860. 
The center stone is 33.7 carats and 
the surrounding stones are no less 
than one carat each. The dia- 
mond ring, the stone thereof was 
in Maximilian’s ring at the time 
he was shot.” 

No mention was made of the 
other ring. To this day it is not 
known who wrote the note, or 
where the jewels had been during 
their 30 years’ absence. Preza pro- 
duced papers proving rightful 
ownership of the gems. The men 
were detained by federal authori- 
ties on the smuggling charge. 
After months in jail they finally 


-confessed they slipped the stuff 


through at Laredo. It had been 
given them by a woman, they said, 
to sell in the United States, The 
gems were confiscated by the Gov- 
ernment and the Mexicans were 
freed. 

A young assistant district at- 
torney named Arthur Train, who 
worked on the case, used it, with 
very little change, as the basis for 
a fiction story which he sold to 
Leslie’s Weekly. The sale launched 
the creator of “Mr. Tutt” on his 
writing career. 

A few months after the gems 
were confiscated, they were sold 
at auction by the Government. A 
jewelry firm of Joseph Frankel 
and Sons bought the famous dia- 
mond for a “few thousand dollars” 
and sold it shortly thereafter to 
Jefferson Levy, wealthy Congress- 
man who at one time owned 
Thomas Jefferson’s home at Mon- 
ticello, Va. The records say he 
paid “one dollar and other valu- 
able considerations.” f 

Levy kept the diamond for al 
most 20 years, until William R. | 
Phelps, Maiden Lane jeweler, 
bought it for his wife, the late
